City and the Washburn Range: the avalanche danger is rated MODERATE on all slopes.  The Bridger 

Range: the avalanche danger is rated MODERATE on slopes steeper than 35 degrees and LOW 

everywhere else. 

Weather Forecast     - Hazardous weather outlook for western and central Wyoming for Monday and 

Tuesday for a storm system with the potential to bring significant snowfall to the region.  

 

Friday: A 50 percent chance of snow. Cloudy, with a high near 29, low around 18.  

 

Saturday: A 30 percent chance of snow. Mostly cloudy, with a high near 30, low around 9.  

 

Sunday: Partly sunny, with a high near 32, low around 13.  

 

Monday: A chance of snow. Mostly cloudy, with a high near 31, low around 8.
